EDITORIALS 


A SHOESTRING 1 NOT ENOUGH 


FREEDOM IS RARE 


‘The feverishly nationalistic government of Iran 
(Persia) has kicked two British newsmen out 
of the country. 

“The present government,” said the deputy 
premier, “fully respects the freedom of corre- 
spondents and of the press but will not allow 
anyone to abuse Iran.” ‘That statement is com- 
plete gobbledygook—to an American. But to 
most of the people of the world it is a perfectly 
sensible utterance. For the great majority of 
the nations and of the peoples of the world have 
no idea of what freedom of the press is; or, if 
they do, they don’t want it. 

This spring Perdn of the Argentine raped and 
murdered the best newspaper in South Amer- 
ica, Last week India’s Nehru, so much admired 
by Americans like Eleanor Roosevelt, butch- 
cred freedom of the press out of the constitution 
of India, Some leading Indians squawked, but 
to the mass of Indians Nehru’s dictatorship of 
the press means nothing. 

And, in a word, in most of the countries of 
the world either there is no freedom of the press 
or what there is can be junked most any mo- 
ment. The U.N. itself, far from setting up a 
charter of press freedom, has come out with 
an international proposal by which each of the 
world’s governments would, in effect, be au- 
thorized to kill freedom in its own country. 

So what? Nothing much—except that we 
Americans ought constantly to remind our- 
selves that our ideas are not, as yet, the normal 
ideas of mankind. We who believe in freedom 
and know something about it are mavericks. 
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Ever since the Wright brothers launched 
their motor-propelled kite off a North Caro- 
lina sand dune at Kitty Hawk, the American 
people have been sold on airpower. Years ago 
they were on the side of Billy Mitchell and far 
ahead of the earth-bound brass. They were 
still ahead three years ago—as testimony be- 
fore the Senate clearly showed last week— 
when the 80th Congress gave its tacit approv- 
al to a 70-air-group program only to have an 
earth-bound President impound the neces- 
sary funds. They not only want the best damn 
Air Force in the world, but they know that 
survival depends upon it. 

This being so, it comes as a shock to hear 
the chief of our air staff, General Hoyt Van- 
denberg, testify that we are now so weak that 
we cannot undertake operations against the 
Manchurian bases and still fight a major war 
with the Soviet Union. “We cannot do both,” 
said the general, “because we have a shoe- 
string Air Force.” 

General Vandenberg, like other Pentago- 
nian warriors, evades the question of who is 
to blame for this sad state of affairs. But could 
itbe that he himself should take his own share 
of the blame for confronting us with nothing 
better than a “shoestring” at this late date? 
llis superior, Secretary Marshall, said in Jan- 
uary that the U.S. was “doing beautifully” 
in our military preparedness program. But 
how does he square this with Vandenberg, 
and where was he when we were building our- 
selves a shoestring? He was in the front row 
of the seats of the mighty. 

The one thing that has narrowly tipped the 
scales of power in our favor during the post- 
war years has been our atomic bomb stock- 
pile and our ability to deliver it. It has been 
said in Washington that the Soviet stockpile 
will be large enough in 1952 for a full-scale 
atomic attack on us. Now, according to Gen- 
eral Vandenberg, the Russians are not only 
building a larger air force, but they are also 


increasing their stockpile of atomic bombs. 
But all of this has been repeated so often that 
it is nauseating to hear—a worn-out sound 
track blaring away the same old tune. Every- 
thing is explained and nothing—or much too 
little—is done. 

What did General Vandenberg say? Speak- 
ing of future needs, he testified, “As the pow- 
er of the Russian air force increases . . . the 
job of the United States Air Foree becomes 
roughly doubled.” In simple words we need 
twice the Air Force now planned. General 
Vandenberg also said that our present plans 
call for the building of this inadequate min- 
imum strength of 95 groups by 1953. Accord- 
ing to our own best estimates then our Air 
Force will be ready to meet the Soviet atomic 
attack one year after they are ready to de- 
liver it. When he was asked if he was satisfied 
with the present rate of air rearmament, Gen- 
eral Vandenberg replied, ‘No, sir.” 

Accepting the general's words at their face 
value the only valid conclusion would seem 
to be that we are neither planning properly 
nor producing planes fast enough. By our air 
chief’s own admission we are planning too lit- 
tle too late—a blueprint for disaster. It would 
seem to be a fair question to ask General Van- 
denberg what he has done to correct these 
errors on planning and get planes off the lines 
faster. Why must the generals wait coyly for 
Congress to drag these essential facts out into 
the open? Since General Vandenberg, the 
Joint Chiefs and the President seem incapa- 
ble of acting on the greatest existing threat 
to our security, Congress must step in. Gen- 
eral Vandenberg should be recalled and asked 
explicitly how many planes he needs to as- 
sure American air superiority. Our aircraft 
industry, which remains on a one-shift basis, 
should be placed on an all-out war footing to 
produce the planes we need. To remain sec- 
ond best in the air, at this time, is to cease 
to exist as a nation. 


LESS DEBT, LESS INFLATION 


Ithas been along time since any group of U 
businessmen has had a real reason for singing 
the blues. But for a lot of people business isn’t 
good this year. It is getting harder and harder 
to move new cars and the used car lots are 
loaded. This means some unemployment in 
Detroit. The prices have been cut on TV sets 
and they still aren’t selling. Many retailers 
have taken a beating on inventories. The home 
builders, who enjoyed five fat yearsand really 
wrought a miracle in housing, have discov- 
ered that mortgage money is very tight. 
They face a bleak building season. 

Unlike past slumps there is no mystery 
about this one. It is man-made and has been 
deliberately brought about because the gov- 
ernment has made it more difficult for us all 
to go into debt. As a result U.S. consumers in 
the first four months of 1951 have paid off 
more debt than they have acquired—for the 
first time since the war ended. The reason for 
making borrowing less attractive and more 


difficult is of course to take some steam out 
of inflation and to make it possible to channel 
men and critical materials away from civilian 
industry and into military production. 

Like so many other aspects of this confus- 
ing period of half-peace, half-war, this hurts 
some people while the rest of us go scot free. 
The auto worker who is unemployed or the 
builder about to go out of business can’t be 
expected to like it any better than the high 
school graduate who is drafted for Korea. In 
both cases the hardship imposed will only be 
justified if we really do what we set out to do 
—really get cracking on defense (above). 

As for the rest of us, weall ought to be grate- 
ful for a chance to catch up on our time pay- 
ments. The less personal debt we carry makes 
for less personal inflation—and that much less 
national inflation. When credit restrictions 
really work they make much more rigid gov- 
ernment controls less necessary and leave us 
that much more personal freedom.

Georgia Tech swimmers learn technique of staying afloat for eight hours, even with arms or legs tied

hind their backs, They roped the ankles of 17 more, bound one beginner 
hand and foot. At signals the 29, together with 27 unfettered students, 
Lanoue’s 9-year-old daughter and another young girl, jumped into the 
pool to test a conclusion.Coach Lanoue had reached in 15 years at Tech. 
The conclusion: trying to keep head above water by treading is no way 
for the novice to survive; he often tires, then panics, may drown.

THE YANKS ARE COMING 


U.S. shows world we are playing for keeps as 4th Division leaves to join Eisenhower's NATO army 


The 4th Infantry Division had been there be- 
fore, in both World Wars. This time, when the 
men with the green ivy leaf shoulder patches 
crowded into the holds of the Navy transport 
US.N.S. General R. E. Callan (opposite page) 
and sailed out of New York harbor, they were 
making history of a new kind, They were the 
first American troops sent to Europe to join 
General Eisenhower's NATO army, the instru- 
ments of a challenging new American foreign 
policy unprecedented in the nation’s history. 
To Europe and to all the world they were a sym- 
bol that the U.S. believes Soviet aggression can 
be forestalled by the joint effort of free people. 

The 4th was going over to reinforce the 90,- 
000 U.S. troops that had remained in Germany 
since V-E Day—the Army's Ist Division and 
the Constabulary. Before the end of 1951 three 
more U.S. divisions would be on their way to

There could 
be no misunderstanding about America’s deci- 
sion: we were in Europe for keeps. 

The decision had been reached the hard way. 
Two wars in Europe, from which the U.S. had 
hoped to remain aloof, had cost the country 
more than 545,000 dead and more than $352 bil- 
lion, These awesome realities were in the minds 
of the U.S. Congress when the whole issue of 
troops for Europe was tortuously examined in 
the Great Debate of last winter (Lire, Jan. 8). 
To nations unaccustomed to the frequently 
strident tone of full discussion as practiced in 
Congress, the debate was disheartening. But 
in theend, when the issue was resolved, the U.S,

the defense of Europe. Europe, which itself had 
been slow to commit its troops to NATO, now 
had no excuse to drag its feet. 

As the first American contingent ashore for 
NATO, the men of the 4th Division, of whom 
80% are draftees, would have something to live 
up to. In 1918 the 4th saw action in the Aisne- 
Marne offensive, and on D-day, in 1944, as the 
Army’s first motorized infantry division, it 
landed at Utah Beach. In France its 8th regi- 
ment, shown on these pages, was led by Colonel 
James A. Van Fleet, now lieutenant general 
commanding the Eighth Army in Korea. 

On May 19 the 8th Regiment left Fort Ben- 
ning, Ga., rode for 33 long, boring hours by train 
to Camp Kilmer, N.J., where the men had their 
final inspection. Then they paraded through 
New York’s streets (pp. 36, 37) to the excur- 
sion boats that took them to their transport.

WILSON COMPTON LISTENS SKEPTICALLY AS REGENT JAMES McCLUSKEY WHISPERS TO HIM AT FINAL MEETING 


PICTURE OF A GOOD MAN 
WHO 1S GETTING THE AX 


Washington State College regents fire one of famous Compton brothers 


Students and faculty at State College of Washington 
in Pullman, Wash. could hardly believe it. Their 
president, Wilson Compton (brother of Karl Comp- 
ton, chairman of the Corporation of Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology, and also of Arthur Comp- 
ton, chancellor of Washington University, St. Louis), 
had been fired by W.S.C.’s Board of Regents, and no 
one was offering an explanation. Energetic, popular 
Wilson Compton had if anything been too ambitious 
for W.S.C. In his six years as president he had pro- 
duced new buildings (p. 50), seen enrollment climb 
from 1,500 to 6,000 and envisioned the college as a 
top-notch educational center in the Northwest. But 


he had also established a faculty rating system and 
a student counseling service which the regents did 
not like (the faculty and students did) and had tried 
to make up a college hospital deficit by transferring 
funds the trustees thought were surplus. Six weeks 
ago the regents, angered by Compton’s independ- 
ence, told him he was through. In protest the dean of 
students and two other faculty members resigned. 
Two weeks ago the regents met with faculty and stu- 
dent representatives, issued a statement mentioning 
“differences of opinion” on the “relative importance 
of various phases” of the college. Said Compton, “I 
assented [to the statement], but I’m still mystified.”

U.S. this seasonis a stocky, cigar-puffing, 

middle-aged Cuban pitcher named Con- 
rado Marrero whom the Washington Sen- 
ators imported last year out of sheer des- 
peration. Marrero’s legs are so short that to 
batters he sometimes appears to be buried up 
to his waist on the mound. He is so old that 
he creaks like an unoiled windmill if he has 
to work more than once a week. He can throw 
a baseball just hard enough to reach the 
catcher. His English vocabulary (except for 
some profanity his teammates have pains- 
takingly taught him) is so fragmentary that 
coaches talk to him through an interpreter. 

Marrero has a delivery like no pitcher in 
the history of organized baseball. A right- 
hander, he puts his left foot in the bucket in 
the direction of first base. When he is ready 
to throw he resembles an orangutan heaving 
a 16-pound shot (above). Hitters who have

been around the league awhile have a con- 
temptuous word for what he throws—junk, 

For all this Marrero managed to surprise 
everybody by winning his first five games 
this ‘spring. Opposing teams soon learned 
to treat him with respect. At first glance 
they had the urge to grab a bat and rush 
up gleefully to the plate. Then they began 
to wonder why. 

The day he pitched a one-hitter against 
the Philadelphia Athletics he gave a classic 
Marrero performance. His victim was Eddie 
Joost. Marrero got Joost wild with knuck- 
lers and an assortment of slow stuff that did 
everything but thumb its nose before drifting 
in over a corner of the plate. Joost strained 
his back futilely reaching for some of them. 
Finally he began jumping up and down, swear- 
ing bitterly. Marrero laughed and called him 
“el payaso” (clown). 

Marrero struck Joost out three times that

day, and the third time he made a real production of it. When 
Joost dug in his spikes at the plate Marrero irritated him by call- 
ing for time and a new ball. He took his own good time rubbing it 
up, dawdling with the rosin bag, hitching up his pants, adjusting 
his cap. By that time Joost was so softened up that when Marrero 
gave him his double windup he was too flabbergasted to do any- 
thing but stand there until the umpire called, “Strike three.” 

When reporters once asked him what he was throwing, Marrero 
replied (through an interpreter), “Everything but my cigar.” Mar- 
rero’s only excuse for being in a big-league uniform—or even a 
minor-league one—was a combination of brains, courage and con- 
trol. He moved the ball around, “threading the needle” with it, 
seldom giving batters anything they could get their teeth into. 

He was the most eye-catching of a bevy of Cuban players, picked 
up for what the trade called ‘60, .” who helped 
kick the Senators off to their fastest s in 50 years. While Mar- 
rero was winning five games, a lanky compatriot named Sandalio 
Consuegra was winning three, and a third Cuban pitcher, Julio 
Moreno, was picking up another. Riding the hen ficasstokans 
English interpreter and utility infielder was 130-pound Willie Mi- 
randa, a shortstop in the “good-field, no hit” tradition, and after 
the season began Washington gave $15,000 and a player for Mike 
Guerra, a Cuban-born catcher.

them as Washington’s “conga line.” In fact there was a definite 
Latin tinge to big leagues when the Chicago White Sox began 
going great guns with the help of Shortstop Alfonso Carrasquel, a 
Venezuelan, and Third Baseman Orestes Minoso, still another Cu- 
ban. But once Washington slowed down to its normal second- 
division pace, only Marrero among the Senators’ Cuban pitchers 
had his poise and dignity intact. 

All Conrado Marrero needed to be a ringer for Sitting Bull was a 
headdress. Some people suspected that he was almost as old, When 
queried on this subject he replied by pointing to the number on 
his back, which was 22. Actually he was born 41 years ago near 
Sagua la Grande, a small town on Cuba’s north coast, where his 
father was a struggling farmer. 

Cuban small fry play baseball as energetically as do U.S. kids. 
As the oldest of five children Marrero figured out ways to get his 
brothers to do the chores while he played baseball for a local sandlot 
team known as Los Piratas. During the school year he played third 
base for Public School 17 in the District of Sagua until the day a 
ground ball took a bad hop and hit him on the nose. That day he 
decided to be a pitcher. So quickly did he learn pitching that a few 
years later, at 17, he was snapped up by the popular club which rep- 
resented the city of Cienfuegos in uba’s national amateur league. 

For the next 16 years Conrado ran his father’s farm—still allow- 
ing his brothers to do all the heavy work—and rested up for Sun- 
day when he pitched for Cienfuegos. He became a famous man, 
hailed from one end of Cuba to the other and known respectfully 
as El Premier, or Grade A. 

Marrero was not asked to turn professional until he had spent 
18 years toiling for nothing. Even so, it-was not a Cuban team that 
made him the offer, but a Mexican one. 

Off Marrero went to Mexico to pitch in border leagues south of 
the Rio Grande. In Cuba his followers feared that their venerable 
relic would be flattened like a tortilla by professional batters, and 
the Havana press predicted that this was the end of El Premier. In 
asense it was. When he came back after one season and was signed 
by the Almendares club in the Cuban Winter League, he was known 
as El Guajiro, the Cuban equivalent of hillbilly. 

To so phlegmatic a character as Marrero the change from ama- 
teur to pro was hardly like stepping from a cow pasture into a 
Fourth of July parade. But it was a challenge. In Cuba, as every- 
where in Latin America, people make a practice of leaving some 
of their civilized instincts at home when they go to a ball game. 
When they ride a player they throw tangible objects as well as in- 
sults. These demonstrations stem from the fact that pro baseball is 
a betting as well as a sporting proposition in Cuba, and when some- 
body kicks the ball around it hits a lot of fans in their pocketbooks. 

Betting commissioners in loud coats stalk the aisles all during 
the game, hawking odds on the next pitch, the next inning and the 
constantly fluctuating prices on the outcome of the game. In Mar- 
rero’s time there it was a tame night that did not find fe police haul- 
ing at least half a dozen people out of the stands for fighting. When- 
ever one side scored a run, or even put two hits together, firecrackers 
boomed and skyrockets roared upward trailing a shower of sparks. 
The crowds yelled, “Whoever beats Almendares, dies!” 
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@ No one has to tell you that the cost of 
most everything you buy has gone up— 
and up—and up. 

And, because most of these things are 
hauled on the railroads, you might well 
ask the question, “What have railroad 
freight rates had to do with rising prices?”

So, you see, railroad freight rates—al- 
ways a small part of the cost of most 
articles—today represent an even smaller

Conrado Marrero was not unaware of the pressure. In fact, # 
stimulated him and he soon came to feel that his talent was wasted 
on a small crowd. During one game in his first season there, with 
the roar of 30,000 demons pounding in his ears, he took stock of the 
situation. The Havana Lions had the bases loaded in the 12th in- 
ning. A heavy hitter was coming up to face Marrero, who signaled 
for a conference with his catcher. When they met half-w y, between 
home plate and the mound Marrero said philosophically, ‘“The guy 
who runs this baseball makes good money, huh?” Then he struck 
out the side. 

For all his apparent casualness 
Marrero worked harder at his trade 
than most pitchers. Whenever two 
other teams in the league were play- 
ing, he sat in the stands directly be- 
hind home plate with the inevitable 
cigar in his face. He already knew the 
batters backward and forward, but 
he was still studying them. 

On the days when there was no 
ball game Marrero seldom cavorted 
around with his more lively team- 
mates. He could nual be feud on 
his bed at Hayana’s San Carlos Hotel. 
A full night’s sleep (10 hours) was 
not enough. He felt the need for two 
or three siestas. Between siestas he 
BOSSGRIFFITH brought the drank black coffee in bed to keep 
first Cuban to the U.S. in 1911, @Wake.

him, Marrero would mutter, "I got 
to rest up to pitch and make money 
for my kids.” Then he would promptly fall off to sleep again: 

To get to see the kids and his wife Marrero would hop a bus for 
Sagua la Grande, some 150 miles away, where they lived on a farm 
with 300 head of cattle. He did not own an automobile, but not for 
the usual reasons. His interpreter, Willy Miranda, puts his attitude 
into these words: “Okay, I buy new car. She cost me $3,000, After 

ame sometimes I tired and I still gotta drive car home. Everybody 
now Marrero . . . everybody want to borrow car . . . it get scratch 

. I pay. Nope, I ride bus. Maybe bus driver know Marrero and 
he no make me pay.” 

Marrero had a great sense of showmanship, which partially ex- 
plains why the stands were full whenever he pitched. When an 
umpire once asked to look at the ball, Marrero hesitated a moment, 
then lobbed the rosin bag to him and beamed at the white puff of 
dust that emerged from the umpire’s fist. Another time he horri- 
fied his manager—it was the same Mike Guerra who is now catching 
for Washington—by deciding to bat 
left-handed with the winning run on 
third base. But he got a broken-bat 
single over the shortstop’s head. 

Like any star performer, Marrero 
was well paid. From October until 
February, he drew about $1,200 a 
month from Almendares of the Cu- 
ban League. The rest of th ar he 
earned about half that playing in 
other leagues, including Washing- 
ton’s Havana farm team in the Flor- 
ida-International (Class B) League, 
where in three years he rolled up a 
record of 71 wins and 26 losses. 

Even so, under ordinary circum- 
stances Marrero would never have 
gotten a bid from the bigtime. But 
in thespring of 1950 the Washington g¢qyT CAMBRIA in Havana 
Senators were in a state of disinte- found Marrero for the Senators. 
gration and despair. The Senators’ 
aging generalissimo, Clark Griffith, 
had on previous occasions turned to Cuba for hasty reinforcements. 
Now he called again for aid from his emissary in Havana, Joe Cam- 
bria, a former Baltimore laundryman. Cambria had been touting 
Marrero for years. When Griffith's anguished call came, Marrero 
was bundled off to Washington’s spring training camp at Orlando, 
Fla. along with four other Cubans. 

Though a desperate man, Clark Griffith took one look at Mar- 
rero’s form and remarked, “If anybody were to tell me that he’s a 
pitcher, I'd say he was crazy.” Bucky Harris, whom Griffith had 
just brought back to Washington as manager, had never been par- 
tial to Cubans as big-league ballplayers. They were temperamental,

game. He beat them, 6-1. When he beat them again, 2-1, with a 
one-hitter, Manager Jimmy Dykes of the A’s let out a beef about 
his pitching during the winter in Cuba. It didn’t faze Marrero. 
“T no care what Dykes say,” his interpreter quoted him as saying. 
“If Bucky tell me to peetch, I peetch.” 

If Bucky Harris had told him to walk over hot coals in his bare 
feet the chances are Marrero would have done it. Whenever Harris’ 
name was mentioned to him, Marrero pulled deeply on his cigar 
and said in English, “Buck-ee Harris, my friend.” The feeling was 
mutual. In the dugout Harris would keep glancing at Marrero’s 
bland bulk, kidding him about senoritas and feeling pleased as 
punch over his ability to hold a conversation with his non-English- 
speaking friend. During a game they discussed rival batters in sign 
language: a chest-high pitch, no; around the knees, yes. 

When Marrero’s fellow Cubans pitched there were frequent con- 
sultations between them and Catcher Mickey Grasso, who speaks 
English and Italian but no Spanish. What did Mickey say to them? 
Knowing that the Cubans were very conscientious about their fam- 
ilies he’d say, “Bambino,” and then, pointing toward his mouth, 
add, “Mucho steak. Next winter, mucho dinero.” It always made 
them settle down and throw harder. But with Marrero it was differ- 
ent. He would say, “Payaso,” and Marrero would grin and stomp 
back to the mound. 

He beat the Chicago White Sox, 7-1, and then the heavy-hitting 
Boston Red Sox, 54. In that game he struck out Ted Williams with 
a knuckler which, says Williams, “didn’t turn around once as it 
floated up to the plate. I swung and it ducked.” It was after that 
game that the rest of Bucky Harris’ pitching staff fell apart. Pressed 
for someone to start against the rampaging Detroit Tigers, Harris 
asked Marrero, after only four days’ rest instead of his usual six, 
if he would pitch. Marrero nodded ponderously and said, “Okay.” 
It was a daytime game, which put the Cuban at a big disadvantage, 
because his stuff works better at night, when the air is heavier. “I 
hate to do this to the little fellow,” Harris said. 

The Tigers clobbered Conrado, getting 16 hits. With insufficient 
rest, Marrero’s control was just enough off to allow six bases on 
balls—unheard-of for him. But when it was all over Washington 
had won, 11-6, and Marrero had chalked up No. 5. In the club- 
house after the game Bucky Harris sat at his desk wagging his head 
in wonder. 

The story of Conrado Marrero, if it is ever written up for burial 
in a Cuban time capsule beneath Morro Castle, would be better if 
it stopped right here. He had supplied the perfect ending; five vic- 
tories and no defeats, which would sound just as spectacular to 
patent as seven or eight. But after seven dene days of rest 
Marrero trudged to the mound a sixth time—and Boston’s Fen- 
way Park is still ringing from baseballs that bounced off the fences 
for extra bases. He lasted six innings before Harris mercifully sig- 
naled to the bull pen for relief. 

Conrado Marrero took his lumps without whimper or alibi. No 
doubt he has other whacking defeats in the offing, but his reaction 
can be expected to be the same as it was when his morning siesta 
after the Boston game was interrupted. Grumbling about not get- 
ting enough sleep, Marrero said, “I gotta pitch 10 years more.”

FRANKLIN'S 
HOSPITAL 


At the age of 200 it is the oldest 
and still one of the best in U.S. 


Eighteenth Century Americans knew a sure 
way to guarantee success for any community 
project: get Ben Franklin behind it. So in 1751 
Dr. Thomas Bond did just that when he began 
to plan Philadelphia’s first general hospital. 
Within the year resourceful Ben Franklin had 
raised the cash and obtained a charter from the 
governor for “an Hospital for the Relief of the 
ick Poor of this Province, and for the Recep- 
tion and Cure of Lunaticks.” This summer the 
medical center that Franklin built is celebrat- 
ing its 200th anniversary. It is the oldest U.S. 
hospital and is still ranked as one of the best. 

Here the first operation for the removal of 
the appendix was performed and the first med- 
ical library, first outpatient service and first 
surgical amphitheater were established. Dur- 
ing the Revolution, Pennsylvania Hospital, 
then 25 years old, became a military shelter, 
filled first with wounded British, then with 
Continental soldiers, Later, when yellow fever 
struck, the hospital’s doctors treated hundreds 
of victims in their homes. In his Autobiography, 
Ben Franklin wrote that “the institution has 
by constant experience been found useful, and 
flourishes to this day.” His words are still true. 
The original roll call of seven doctors, a matron 
and 23 patients has multiplied until now a mod- 
ern staff of 1,709 treats 56,050 patients a year.

Big profits of the middlemen 


One drug which seldom imperils today’s teen- 
ager is cocaine, a product of the coca plant na- 
tive to Bolivia and Peru. The cocaine pipeline 
was cut two years ago chiefly through the effort 
of three New York Narcotics Squad detectives, 
Winifred Hayes, Ellsworth Monahan and Sher- 
man Willse, They trailed the Balarezo-Medina 
gangs for eight months with a movie camera, 
and the resulting pictures (left) sent 27 mem- 
bers of the rings to U.S. prisons, helped Peru 
jail 88 more. Meanwhile the South American 
countries them took steps to end cocaine 
production at the source. 

This accelerated traffic in heroin, an opium 
derivative which is the most addictive of all nar- 
coticsand is harder to control because its source,

the poppy, grows in many lands. (Red China 
recently put 500 tons of opium on the world 
market.) Because narcotics agencies are u 
derstaffed, smuggling heroin is fairly safe and 
enormously profitable. A kilo (2.2 pounds) pur- 
chased in Italy for $1,000 brings $7,000 in the 
U.S. It passes through the possession of a “big 
wheel,” who sells it fast for a quick profit to a 
middleman who in turn “cuts” it 8-to-1 with 
milk sugar and sells it for $30,000. This repeats 
until, cut by six to 10 others, it reaches peddlers 
like Kingpin Jones (above). By then it contains 
3% to 8% heroin, but put up in capsules or 
“decks” (paper packets) it is worth $200,000 on 
the retail market. That profit margin is what 
keeps the dope industry secking new customers. 


No lowly peddler, Bumpy deals in kilo lots of dope 
and recently had the misfortune to sell some toa man 
who turned out to be a federal agent.

A raid on a “pusher” 


The shadowy bosses of the narcotics racket almost never use dope them- 
selves and never come into contact witha user (because once he is arrested, 
the withholding of his daily “fix” can make a user tell everything he 
knows). They often engage in legitimate business and lead unsuspected 
lives, separated by many strata of middlemen and cutters from the retail 
trade between pusher and user. The pusher often uses dope himself, takes 
the biggest risks, is most often arrested. Usually he sells on the streets, 
around—or actually in—schools and at juvenile dances. But sometimes 
he runs a “shooting gallery,” an establishment which not only sells the 
addict dope but furnishes hypodermics and other paraphernalia so he 
may “shoot himself” on the spot. A raid on such an establishment, con- 
ducted by two of the three New York detectives who broke the Balarezo 
cocaine ring, is shown on these pages. 

Tt was a sleazy three-room apartment in the Bronx, occupied by Carl 
Hallgren, arrested twice before for assault and selling marijuana, and 
Stella Cumba, who at 20 is a convicted prostitute and forger. As long as 
they got $1 per capsule for heroin (it costs them 20¢) Carl and Stella didn’t 
much care whom they sold to. While the cops were in the apartment they 
seized five teen-agers who came up to be “put straight,” later released 
all but one (below). A few days later Stella got six months for narcotics 
possession. Carl will probably get five years for possession with intent to 
sell. While this will eliminate two pushers, it will scarcely affect their 
customers. For there are hundreds of pushers in New York, all eager for 
trade, Carl's customers will have no trouble finding another “connection.”

A SHORT—AND HORRIBLE—LIFE 


NCE he starts using heroin, a teen-ager can 

become a full-fledged drug addict in 14 to 30 
days, He arrives at the use of heroin bya series of easy 
dissipative steps. Usually he starts with drinking, 
then goes into marijuana, which is so plentiful and 
easy to obtain in most large U.S. cities that over- 
worked narcotics cops can’t begin to cope with it. 
Meanwhile he hears of bigger “kicks,” and presently 
at a dance or out on the street corner he is given a 
couple of “caps” (capsules of heroin) by a friend who 
uses them or as free samples from a peddler anxious 
to make a new customer. At first he “snorts” it up his 
nose from thumbnail or small mirror, a relatively 
wasteful way of using the expensive drug. But after 
the initial experience, which probably will make him 
vomit, he gets a real “charge” for a time; mental proc- 
esses dissolve in a warm glow of well-being in which 
frustration, worries and physical disabilities gently 
evaporate. This lasts for several hours. If detected 
during the snorting stage, the youngster is inclined 
to laugh off warnings. He can handle the stuff, he 
explains confidently; he only uses it occasionally, any- 
way, and he'll never become one of the human wrecks 
seen around the neighborhood. 

Before long he graduates from snorting to taking 
“skin shots”—injecting a heroin solution beneath 
his skin with a hypodermic, usually homemade. Or 
he may go directly to “main-lining,” the most effec- 
tive and addictive way to use dope. This consists of 
hypoing the solution directly into a vein of the arm, 
which brings the reaction strongly and in a matter of 
seconds. Once a human organism begins main-lining 
heroin, it is fully addicted in two to three weeks. The 
life of such a person thereafter is a nightmare. 

He is both physically and psychically dependent 
on drugs. While he was graduating from stage to stage 
of narcotic use, he got a deep, unnatural pleasure as 
the strength of his “jolts” steadily increased. But 
the human body’s tolerance to heroin builds up so 
quickly that he no longer gets this deep pleasure, or 
any pleasure, out of his shot. Instead of a warming, 
bright “charge,” he merely becomes comatose and 
lethargic (“goes on the nod” in junkie parlance). But 
if he doesn’t have his shot every few hours, he begins 
to suffer unspeakable agonies because his dope-accus- 
tomed body urgently demands it. 

He needs a shot when he first wakes up (addicts” 
mornings are terrible until they “get a fix”). He needs 
at least two more during the day and, if he can afford 
them, takes five. If he doesn’t get them every organ 
and nerve, from his soles to his scalp, begins tortur- 
ing him. His body “falls apart.” He vomits. He sweats. 
Hideous cramps gripe his stomach; he has diarrhea; 
his members jerk and twitch, even his nose runs con- 
tinuously. Morbid fears assail his mind. He cannot 
yoluntarily stand this; no human can. He will do any- 
thing—no matter how degrading or dishonest—to 
get dope. If he is lucky enough to be arrested now, he 
will tearfully admit he didn’t know it could get to be 
like this; if he had, he never would have started. 


UT if he is not detected, the youngster bends 
every resource at his command to keep his drug 
supply open. He becomes a “mule” (delivery boy) 
for a peddler and earns his own heroin by introducing 
his friends to dope and making customers of them. 
Even at this stage he needs $5 to $10 worth of heroin 
a day; his school lunch money goes for dope; he begs 
and borrows desperately from relatives and sells his 
books and clothes. He steals small objects at home 
and pawns them; their disappearance is often the 
first intimation a parent has that his youngster has 
become a narcotic addict. But there are other signs. 
‘The youngster seems abnormally sleepy (he is) and 
no longer cares about schoolwork or a job or previous 
interests like sports. He becomes cranky, unreliable,

is generally uncommunicative or lies readily and 
stupidly. In the morning his pillow is wet with per- 
spiration, and he is likely to disappear in the bath- 
room for long periods. That is because “shooting 
himself” takes considerable time, and discovery of 
the unusual paraphernalia for it can be another clue 
for parents. It usually consists of an eyedropper, a 
hypodermic needle, a spoon with its handle bent 
back, a little wad of cotton and often a heavy rubber 
band. When he doesn’t have a hypo needle a real 
addict will not hesitate to stab his vein with a safety 
pin until he has made a hole in it big enough to take 
the tip of the medicine dropper. 

After months of this the addict, young or old, finds 
the veins in his arms closing up from constant prick- 
ing and the action of the narcotic. Abscesses often 
form because of the unsterile injections. One sign of 
the addict is that he never goes around with his tell- 
tale arms exposed. In time he has to use veins in his 
neck, then in his ankles and in the back of his hands. 
All of this is extremely painful. 

If he grows up in the dope habit, the teen-ager 
quickly turns to relatively petty crime to support 
his expensive craving. That is why any community 
that discovers narcotics peddlers at work in it can 
expect an upswing in crime to follow almost imme- 
diately. Girls usually become prostitutes or shop- 
lifters, boys turn to picking pockets, car “boosting” 
and other forms of thievery. A confirmed addict 
needs $15 .aday for dope, or $5,400 a year. This is over 
and above ordinary living expenses, of course, and 
because of the shiftlessness that now characterizes 
him the addict can seldom earn it at a regular job. 
Since a thief does not receive more than a quarter of 
the value of what he steals, the addict must steal up- 
wards of $20,000 worth of goods a year to keep going. 

Intime he loses touch with the world, an emaciated, 
sleepy, completely unreliable human whose only 
“happiness” is half-conscious awareness that, tem- 
porarily, he is not in torment. His fingers and clothes 
are charred by the cigarets he has smoked while “on. 
the nod.” He cares for nothing and no one but dope 
and the man who can supply it to him, and he will 
tell you, with frightening candor, that he would kill 
his own mother or child for a “deck.” Deprived of it, 
he well might. He is no longer a human being. He is 
just a human pincushion with an infinite capacity for 
agony and a short life expectancy.—HerBeRt BREAN

Italy’s premier wins another round against biggest Communist party in Europe

Italy's angular, eagle-beaked prime minister, leader of the Chris- 

tian Democrat party and arch foe of probably the smartest Com- 
munist party in Western Europe. Facing nationwide municipal elec- 
tions that would be the first test in three years of the strength of his 
regime, he has darted about the peninsula like a gaunt and elderly 
host, materializing to exhort voters at dedications, cornerstone- 
fevings anid lection fallicgin, ccowded:moNaval equates, Hic Eeenetio 
journeying has carried him through the bustling streets of Milan, 
“Chicago of Italy,” on fast trains through the rich green farmlands 
of the Po Valley, past hundreds of hillsides quilted with vineyards 
and blurred with the gray-green foliage of the olive trees and, far to 
the south, through parched Sicilian villages just learning the wonders 
of aqueducts. In his clipped northern accent the lanky, Lincolnesque 
figure has dinned a single theme to a people struggling to stammer 
out their full fidelity to freedom: “We have to win to consolidate 
democracy in Italy. We have to win back day by day—and this is 
our mission—our own life and that of the countr 
De Gasperi fought with the intensity and doggedness that he has 
shown in every electoral battle he has entered since the end of World 
War II. Though neither his name nor that of the brilliant Communist 
boss, Palmiro Togliatti, appeared on any ballot in Italy’s 2,735 com- 
munes, De Gasperi knew that, with the Reds in control of one third 
of those communes, he had to meet another test of public acceptance 
of his principles. Those principles, for him, included the Atlantic 
Pact, rearmament, domestic reconstruction, slow but far-reaching 
land reform, and a routing of Italian Communists as saboteurs of 
Western defense. To fail to break Red rule in the cities would be the 


Tis last month has been hard and hectic for Alcide de Gasperi, 


equivalent of leaving the local governments of Chicago, San Fran- 
cisco, Detroit, Cleveland and hundreds of other American cities under 
the sway of Communist machines conspiring persistently to extend 
their control to state and nation. 

Last week De Gasperi and Italy got their answer from the Italian 
people. The Christian Democrats and their allied anti-Communists 
swept through the “Red belt” of northern Italy to knock over Come 
munist regimes in Genoa, Venice and 20 other provincial capitals. 
They took Milan from the Socialists and left Bologna as the only 


major city retained by the Communists. Yet, in seeming paradox, 
the Christian Democrats by themselves polled some 7% fewer votes 


than in the 1948 elections. This meant that the extent of the Com- 
munists’ rout in great part had to be credited to Italy’s municipal 
election law (awarding two thirds of city council seats to the single 
slate winning a plurality) and to the growth of other, more extremely 
conservative anti-Red parties. 

The verdict and the paradox faithfully reflected the political state 
of Italy and of the Christian Democrats. They also measured, ac- 
nough, the achievements of the remarkable 70-year-old man 
years in power make him the longest-lived premier on the 
continent of Europe. 

Alcide de Gasperi’s manner and temperament display about as 
much Latin volatility as those of the late Cal Coolidge. In public speak- 
ing he prefers tight little orange-squeezing gestures to operatic flail- 
ing of the arms. In cabinet sessions he displays neither quickness nor 
incisiveness, but a slow, thoughtful shrewdness. It is De Gasperi’s 
staying power that is almost terrifying—his rocklike resolution. All 
this underacting comes from more than his own awareness of being 
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DE GASPERI continues 


ungifted as a showman who could 
inflame the nation’s emotions. It 
is calculated as a healthy antidote 
for a country that almost died of 
showmanship. 

These are the solid, gray quali- 
ties of a sensible northerner from 
the Italian Alps, but to some of 
his trigger-tempered Latin col- 
leagues they are incomprehensi- 
ble. One day in an anteroom off 
the Chamber of Deputies he was 
scribbling notes for a speech when 
the master-at-arms came pi 
from the floor. “Mr. President,” 
he panted, “the debate in there 
is getting out of hand.” De Gas- 
peri went on jotting down his 
thoughts. Frenziedly the master- 
at-arms kept trying to break in. 
“... They're starting to throw 
punches. . . . Mr. President, they 
are throwing inkwells! ... But, 
Mr. President, they are even throwing the drawers of their desks at 
each other!” At last, with the air of a man brushing dust spots from 
his lapel, De Gasperi inquired mildly, “Oh? How many?” 

Under the leadership of this unexcitable mountain man, Italy’s 
recovery in many ways has been a highly exciting performance. When 
he took office in December 1945 farm production on the blasted penin- 
sula was down to about 60% of the base year, 1938; at one point there 
was only some two weeks’ grain for pasta in the warehouses, and De 
Gasperi had to telephone the late Fiorello LaGuardia at UNRRA 
hestiuareess in Washington to get food ships diverted into Italian 
ports. Today agriculture is almost back to 100%. And last week the 
nation’s industrial index—which had plunged to 40% in 1938—reached 
140, a postwar peak. 

Nobody but a genius of compromise in these perilous postwar years 
could have held together the motley coalition of interests, ranging 
from land-starved peasants to land-glutted Jatifondisti, that clusters 
under the Exmbard ecees of the Christian Democratic party. But De 
Gasperi is much more than a supple “extremist of the center.” On a 
matter of principle his toughness is forbidding and formidable. He has 
fought for the Atlantic Pact as such is principe When he saw that this 
year's regular $500 million defense budget would not be enough to 
meet Italy’s obligations under the pact he unhesitatingly directed 
Defense Minister Randolfo Pacciardi to draw up a special $400 million 
appropriation. He had to bull it through his own cabinet, even getting 
his Minister of the Treasury, conservative Giuseppe Pella, with all his 
fretful fears of inflation, to advance the funds so that factories could 
tool up for production. When the $400 million package went before 
ihe Chamber of Deputies fora vote this‘epring, Defeuse Minister 
Pacciardi, an old anti-Fascist who had led a 
Loyalist brigade in the Spanish Civil War, 
paved the way with an eloquent speech. At 
its climax he turned to the Communists and 
their stooges, Pietro Nenni’s Socialists, and 
taunted them: “If tomorrow Russia attacked 
Italy, would you fight against Russia?” There 
was an outraged chorus of “Mai! Mai!” 
(Never! Never!). When the din died down 
De Gasperi took over and dramatically an- 
nounced that he would consider the vote on 
the defense bill a vote of confidence in his 
government. His majority was huge, and to- 
day a third of the government’s budget is 
slated for defense. 

But De Gasperi’s principles go deeper than 
these matters. No country, he knows, can be 
expected to fight to the death to defend a 
harsh or empty way of life. “If you were to 
make, on paper, a scale of priority for what 
Italy should do,” he says, “you probably 
would put war production first, housing sec- 
ond, perhaps roads and bridges third. But in 
practice the only way we can make our nation 
strong enough to defend herself is to solve 
her basic social problems.” De Gasperi talked 
Jong and earnestly in these terms to General 
Eisenhower when Ike visited Rome in his 
scouting tour of the treaty countries. Later,

in statesman he had met. In 

‘ome, U.S. Ambassador James C, 
Dunn appraises the man simply: 
“The problems of these postwar 
years have given him an oppor- 
tunity to exhibit his greatness.” 

To be truthful, the same years 
have given De Gasperi an oppor- 
tunity to exhibit his limitations. 
His lack of dramatic sense partly 
explains the government’s failure 
to keep the voters well informed 
of its progress. He has been slow 
to face the problem of the huge 
parastatal corporations inherited 
from the Mussolini era. He is 
occasionally supersensitive to cri- 
ticism. And both the aloofness 
of his personality and the facts of 
his early background impel many 
Italians to endorse the sardonic crack of one veteran politico that “De 
Gasperi learned domestic administration in the Austrian parliament 
and learned foreign policy in the Vatican.” 

The tough will and physical stamina that have enabled the man to 
triumph over his own limitations can perhaps be traced to the avoca- 
tion he learned young—mountain climbing. He persisted at it through 
middle age, and the last peak of eminence he scaled was Mt. Winkler, 
one of the two most dangerous Vaiolet Towers jutting from a valley in 
the Dolomites. “We got to the top all right,” recalls De Gasperi, “but 
cit the. descent. the rope janine, and Yfovnd suyasll'danpling over 
the void. For 20 minutes I could not move; people down in the valley 
could see me just hanging there. Then I swung over to a ridge and was 
safe. Well, I was 54 then and decided I had Better give wy climbing, 
But looking back, it had been a good school for Pelitical fighting.” 

As a boy De Gasperi began his climbing on the mountain ramparts 
of the Adige River valley, at the top of the Italian boot. The Italians 
of his home town of Pieve Tesino, where his father Amadeo was a tax 
clerk, were subjects of the Austrian Emperor Francis Joseph. Alcide, 
like most of his friends and neighbors, grew up resenting the artificial 
border that made him an expatriate and dreamed of the day when he 
could help redeem the Trentino area, part of Italia irredenta. He 
worked his way through the University of Innsbruck as a tutor and 
was tossed into jail for a month after a nocturnal street fight between 
Italian and Austrian students. 

After he got his Ph.D. at Vienna, he won a seat as an M.P. in the 
Austrian parliament. He became editor of the weekly Voce Cattolica 
in Trent, a syndicalist and labor organizer. One night at a syndicalist 
meeting in Bologna he met a young Socialist named Benito Musso- 
lini, two years his junior. A few years later 
ex-Socialist Mussolini’s Black Shirts were 
to burn De Gasperi’s newspaper plant and 
hound him to jail 

On the eve of World War I occurred a little 
incident typical of the workings of De Gas- 
peri’s conscience. His paper was about to go 
to press with a staunchly pro-Italian editori- 
al. It expressed De Gasperi’s own fierce opin- 
ion, but on looking it over he decided it was 
treasonable to the Austrian government to 
which he still owed allegiance. Perplexed, he 
wrestled for a long time with his ethical prob- 
lem, then told his printer, “We're going to 
have an accident.” He dropped a page form 
on the floor, scrambling the type. Voce Cat- 
tolica was suspended for the duration, its edi- 
tor interned in Vienna, and its readers had 
to go without what De Gasperi calls “the best 
editorial I never published.” 

When the Versailles treaty came and re- 
deemed his valley, the repatriated De Gas- 
peri was honored with the chairmanship of 
the first congress of the Catholic-centrist 
Populist party, founded by the Sicilian priest 
Don Luigi Sturzo. Shortly after marrying 
Francesca Romani, a girl from a neighbor- 
ing valley whose sister had wed his brother, 
De Gasperi won a seat in the new Italian par- 
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liament, achieving the singular distinction of serving in two sov- 
ereign nations. But the distinction, along with the Populist party, 
disappeared after 1925 under the crushing weight of ascendant Fas- 
cism. De Gasperi’s last bold but vain gesture was to call on King 
Victor Emmanuel III to protest the murder of Socialist Giacomo 
Matteotti by Fascist thugs and to demand Mussolini’s dismissal. 

In 1928 he got his reward from the Fascists. He and his wife were 
clapped into Rome’s malodorous Regina Coeli (Queen of Heaven) 
on the banks of the Tiber. Francesca was freed after 10 days, 

wut her husband spent a year and a half in prison. 

When his health began failing, the Holy See, with which Mus- 
solini was then bargaining on the Lateran treaties, arranged De 
Gasperi’s release. He took a job in the Vatican library, there to 
spend the next 12 years working on the card-index system and 
serving as a receptionist (for $80 a month), doing translating on 
the side for a nickel a page. He found time to write an interpretive 
book on the famed social encyclical Rerum Novarum. And with 
his indestructible steadfastness of purpose he kept planning for 
the day when Christian Democracy could try once again. 

One lasting result of these years has been to make it easy for 
Ttaly’s Marxist press to try to smear De Gasperi as a “Vatican 
agent.” Such attacks do strike the deep vein of anticlericalism 
below the surface of all Latin Europe. But in the long run they are 
as ineffectual as they are frivolous to a people like the Italians long 
used to distinguishing between their abiding religion and Vatican 
politics. As one Christian Democrat puts his party's position: “The 
policies may coincide from time to time, but remember, we have 
to think in terms of this year and next; the Vatican must think 
in centuries.” 

Emerging from his Vatican exile in July 1943, De Gasperi sat 
on the Committee of National Liberation, whose partisans were 
harrying the Germans. When the Badoglio regime fell he became 
minister without portfolio in the hastily assembled provisional 
government, and by April 1945 he was foreign minister under 
Premier Ferruccio Parri. In that year, on the international scene, 
this was a fiercely humiliating role to play. Summoned on 24 hours’ 
notice to London to appear‘before the Big Five Foreign Ministers’ 
Conference, then debating the Italo-Yugoslav border issue, De 
Gasperi was icily received at Lancaster House and was sent home 
in a bucket-seat plane. From a beguiled democratic world this was 
arude and jarring reception to a man just returned from a 12-year 
dream-in-exile, 


Did he really faint? 


T this trying time De Gasperi probably did not realize how near 

he was to becoming Italy’s premier. It happened at the end of 
1945, and there is still an locieat of mystery in the way it came 
about. The Liberal party, dissatisfied with Parri’s regime, forced 
acrisis in the coalition cabinet. At a press conference, Parri trucu- 
Jently said he had no intention of being hounded out of office. For- 
eign Minister de Gasperi suddenly and sternly spoke up: if Sr. 
Parri Jost his majority, he certainly would go, because that was 
the democratic way. In the crisis that followed, De Gasperi agreed 
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to try to form a government himself. One tense night when lights 
burned late in the Palazzo Chigi, it was still uncertain if the Lib- 
erals would join in. Finally De Gasperi said, “Their answer obvious- 
ly isn’t coming.” He went into the next room to write a letter— 
and was found a few minutes later in a faint. The faint broke up 
the evening and won him the day, for the next morning the needed 
Liberal support was given and he became premier. 

“There are two things nobody knows about De Gasperi,” a 
friend says. “One is whether he really fainted that night. The other 

whether he voted for the monarchy or the republic in our pleb- 
iscite the following June.” De Gasperi declared at the time merely 
that each individual yoter’s conscience should be his guide. Eight 
million Italians voted for his Christian Democratic party in the 
election that turned Italy into a republic for the first time since 
Caesar crossed the Rubicon in 49 B.C. 

Two months after that great decision De Gasperi made his second 
excursion into international councils. He was invited to the formal 
signing of Italy’s peace treaty at the Luxembourg Palace in Paris. 
When he rose to speak De Gasperi saw, in the cold faces before him, 
a hostility that viewed him, despite Italy’s record of co-belligerence, 
as a beaten enemy. His appeal was quiet but firm. It was to make 
uncomfortable reading for the Western delegates in days to come. 
“Gentlemen, I must point out,” he said, “that the precautions laid 
down . . . jeopardize the defense of our very independence. Nev- 
et, naver bufdre in our modern History hayethe doces of oti horisa 
been so hopelessly thrown open. . . . It is never too late to make 
an irreparable blunder.” And he ended with a simple offer. “A na- 
tion of toilers, 47 million strong, is ready to pool its efforts with 
yours in the creation of a just and more human world.” 

There was no applause when he stepped down. But James F. 
Byrnes, then U.S. Secretary of State, conspicuously reached for- 
ward to shake De Gasperi’s hand. This irked other Western dele- 
gates, stiffly righteous in victory. No one else seemed to realize 
that Italy was producing a new statesman of stature, perhaps the 
greatest in the century since Mazzini and Cavour. 

There is in De Gasperi’s political life a third memorable mystery. 
In June 1947, a year and ahalf after he took office, he maneuvered 
the Communists out of his cabinet for good. He had just returned 
from a visit to Washington. Was this bold action simply Washing- 
ton’s price tag on Marshall Plan aid? Italy’s Reds screamed that 
was the sordid case. But it matters little. The deed took immense 
fouiten! stamina in the face of the Reds’ ominous power to rend 

italy with strikes, and at a time when France’s Fourth Republic 
was still playing hide-and-seek with Communists all through its 
government. 


A spaghetti lifeline from the U.S. 


'OR the next months, with a perilously thin parliamentary ma- 

jority, De Gasperi hung on grimly against repeated savage 
Communist attempts to bring his government crashing down. 
Then came the 1948 national elections. De Gasperi by then had 
made little headway toward reconstruction of the country. There 
was a clear and present danger that Italy would go Communist in 
a free, democratic vote. Thanks largely to furious politicking by 
Catholic Action volunteers in every one of Italy’s 24,000 parishes, 
and to the promise of a spaghetti lifeline from the U.S. if the vote 
went right, the disaster was averted. The De Gasperi forces scored 
a sweeping, 12-million-vote victory. The clear parliamentary ma- 
jority won that day has never seriously been threatened since, and 
it has been fortified by wise cabinet alliances with parties to the 
left and right of the Christian Democrats. 

While his government’s problems have been simplified at least, 
Italy’s problems stubbornly persist. They are grievous enough to 
have distracted a less resolute man long ago. They are all intimately 
related to the urgent matter of what his country will and can do, 
if a European war comes, to help save the Western civilization it 
nurtured 2,000 years ago. 

There is the staggering pressure of population: the total is 47 
million, yearly increasing by 400,000. Emigration, which once 
could subtract that many and more a year, is choked off by quotas 
like the U.S. limit of 5,677 Italians a year. ‘Take 400,000 people 
a year off our hands,” said an Italian economist last week, “and 
you can take the Marshall Plan back too.” 

There is the problem of land reform and reclamation: one per 
cent of the Jatifondisti own 22% of the arable land. It i: to 
note that 3,750,000 acres have been marked for di 
landless peasants. It is not so reassuring to note that: I) only half 
of this proportion has been approved in parliament; 2) of this only 
75,000 acres of that half have been turned over to cooperatives; 
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and 3) of these only 12,500 acres have reached the peasants. Hav- 
ing to fight his own right-wing Christian Democrats every inch of 
the way, De Gasperi is determined personally to see it through. 
And to his own impatient left-wing Demo-Christians crying for 
speed, he observes quietly that Denmark and Ireland each took 
some 40 years to achieve land reform, and Italy has made more 
progress in the past five years than in the previous two millenniums. 

There are other worries. De Gasperi must fret and scheme to beat 
the problems of two million unemployed, an overloaded bureauc- 
racy, an iniquitous and corrupt tax system and a huge industrial 
plant depending on imports for nearly all its raw materials. 

Such an array of problems leaves him little time for a life of his 
own. He still lives in the fifth-floor apartment on Via Bonifacio VIII, 
which he took when he went to work in the Vatican. The place costs 
$9 a month, thanks to a rent freeze, and his salary is not geared for 
luxury: he makes about $400 plus allowances. Until one of his four 
daughters married and another became a nun, there was no room 
in the flat that he could use as a study. His otherwise peaceable 
home life has been complicated at times by a neighbor across the 
hall, Countess Giuseppina Patti, a dichard monarchist who blames 

the republic on De Gasperi person- 
ally. The countess used to leave her 
garbage can out on the landing where 
he had to step around it. At the time 
of the 1946 referendum she robbed 
him of sleep by pounding out a dirge 
on the piano all night long. Now she 
just pounds on the wall if he talks 
above a whisper in his study. To es- 
cape the countess and his weightier 
cares, the De Gasperis weekend in a 
small villa at suburban Castel Gan- 
dolfo, near the Pope’s summer res- 
idence, and for summer vacations 
they have a chalet at Mt. Sella in the 
Trentino. Here De Gasperi relaxes 
laying boccie, the Italian game of 
wis, and in a match two summers 
ago at Trent he roundly defeated the 
local Communist leatler. 

Like Harry Truman, De Gasperi 

likes to start his working day with a 
brisk walk, a ritual that clears the 
brain and gives a harassed chief exec- 
utive the brief, delicious illusion of 
being merely a harassed private cit- 
izen. He usually strolls on the Jani- 
culum, handsomest of Rome’s hills 
where medieval legend said St. Peter 
was crucified. With his press secre- 
tary at his side to brief him on the 
news, and a bag of candy in his pocket for any children he may 
meet, he strides to the stately terrace on the crest of the hill. There, 
under a giant equestrian statue of Garibaldi, he pauses to survey 
the domes and rooftops of his ancient capital. He returns to his 
apartment for lunch, a cigaret and a nap; takes off again and rarely 
gets home before 9:30 for dinner, a book and bed. 
‘The other day the prime minister got up from his nap, shook the 
ep out of his pale blue ey nt to the office to receive tower- 
William R. Herod, the American who is production coordinator 
for the North Atlantic Treaty Organization. Herod had come to 
Rome to ask what Italy was prepared to do by way of military 
production for the treaty partners. De Gasperi answered tersely, 
"We are all ready to produce; what we need is some orders.”” 

De Gasperi and his experts had the facts for Herod to back the 
simple boast. Italy has Europe’s biggest pool of surplus skilled la- 
bor and a vast idle plant capacity that had been bloated in the Mus- 
solini era. But it has no raw materials in abundance except sulphur 
and mercury, and little cash. If the other countries would send 
money and materials, and help a little with retooling, Italy’s men 
and machines would produce the goods. Shipbuilding is a clear case 
in point. Italy has 15 big shipyards and 32 smaller ones, but its post- 
war building program is stalling to a halt. In a few weeks the yards 
that could easily lay down 180,000 tons of shipping may be empty. 
Yet the Italians say they could deliver destroyers to Britain faster 
than Britain can build them herself. Impressed by these facts, In- 
dustrialist Herod ventured a snap judgment before he left Rome: 
"These people have plenty of will to work. I’msure they'll perform.” 

‘The military picture mirrors the economic. Both General Eisen 
hower and Marshal Montgomery, his deputy, have been well pleased 
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in their recent inspections of Italy’s alert and spruce Alpini, her 
dashing Bersaglieri and her regular troops. But here again the na- 
tion needs help: the size and equipment of her forces, now expected 
to help defend Europe, were fixed by “the Allies” —at a time when 
that word embraced Russia. The Paris peace treaty limited Italy 
to 200 tanks, 200 fighter planes, 300,000 men under arms (including 
carabinieri) and a 67,500-ton navy; it also banned all bombers and 
submarines, as well as experiments on weapons. Yet even with these 
limitations, De Gasperi—with MAP aid—has struggled to do a 
solid job. The fighter force is being converted to jets as fast as pos- 
sible; all authorized forces are being brought up to treaty strength; 
and Italy has already placed three of her divisions (12,000 men each) 
at Eisenhower's disposal. Another will be ready this month, a fifth 
by fall and a total of 12 by the end of 1952. 

The mission of these forces is the initial defense of the strategic 
peninsula that hangs like a sword across the West’s Mediterranean 
lifeline. Back of these divisions is a reservoir of half a million men, 
the potential equivalent of 40 more divisions, who have been run 
through a year’s basic training. 

How well would the Italians fight? An American observer, who 
has seen their artillerymen training with the 105-mm and 155-mm 
howitzers received in MAP shipments, said last week: “In the past 
there have been times when they just had no fighting heart, and 
other times when they fought like devils. I say their morale today 
is better than that of the French or the Belgians. I don’t know how 
they'd fight tomorrow in France, or Germany, or Austria, but I'd 
bet anything they'd fight to the limit to defend their Italian soil.” 

‘As De Gasperi sums it up: “I asked Minister Paceiardi recently 
if he could be ready [to fight] by autumn. Pacciardi said, ‘Yes, up 
to our means.’ That means a temporary resistance—after which 
itis up to you, the Allies. We do not have resources to do more than 
delay an enemy and give you time.” 

Meanwhile—on the political front—De Gasperi and Foreign 
Minister Count Carlo Sforza keep needling the Western powers for 
a declaration that the peace treaty has been superseded yy the At- 
lantic Pact. If nothing else, such action would end the embarrass- 
ing contradiction of the two treaties—one enlisting Italy in shoul- 
der-to-shoulder partnership with the West, the other stamping her 
a disgraced and degraded enemy. Positively it would be a strong 
propaganda blow to embarrass the Russians and their Italian cadres, 
and a strong boost for Italian morale. 

Meanwhile De Gasperi knows that, as a practical matter, the 
world is now well aware of where Italy stands. ‘The time for us 
of the West to be on the defensive,” he says, “has passed. We 
must find new ways to attack. We are for peace, but the Com- 
munists have monopolized the word. We have proved that they 
are the aggressors, but too many ordinary people of the world still 
do not believe it. ... We must be more combattiva per la pace 


—combative for peace.”

Shown on this page are a few of the authors 
whose recent books were first opened to the 
world in the pages of Lire. 

In some cases their books grew out of 
an article (or articles) written originally 
for Lire, such as the current What the Jews 
Believe, by Rabbi Philip Bernstein. 

In other cases Lire published the most 
exciting sections of books in preparation, 
sometimes months before they appeared in 
hard covers. Notableamong these were Thor 
Heyerdahl’s Kon-Tiki, Vannevar Bush’s 
Modern Arms and Free Men, Anthony 
Standen’s Science is a Sacred Cow, General 
Eisenhower’s Crusade in Europe. 

Then there are a number of writers who 
were signed up by Lire long before their 
books were written. Winston Churchill is 
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one of these and so is General Bradley, 
whose A Soldier’s Story, presented in four 
parts in Lire last month, will appear in 
book form on June 15. 

Lire’s greatest contribution to the birth 
of a bestseller was in connection with 4 
King’s Story, by the Duke of Windsor. It 
started four years ago when two Lire edi- 
tors met the Duke and learned that he was 
considering the possibility of writing his 
memoirs. The Duke was worried about his 
inexperience in the literary field, and 
Lire’s editors urged him to try a few ar- 
ticles on an experimental basis. 

The first three of these articles appeared 
in Lire late in 1947 and were an imme- 
diate hit. An intrigued public clamored for 
more, and with Lire’s encouragement the
